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CULTURE 

Preparing  Soil  and  Planting — Dahlias  may  be  planted  any  time 
after  the  soil  has  gotten  warm  and  the  time  for  frost  is  past.  In  pre¬ 
paring  the  soil  for  planting,  a  light  dressing  of  well  rotted  stable 
manure  before  digging  will  be  sufficient.  No  fertilizer  of  any  kind  is 
required  on  rich  soil  before  planting  time. 

Have  the  soil  plowed  and  harrowed  or  dug  and  the  clots  well 
broken.  After  the  soil  has  been  turned  and  broken  up,  mark  rows 
4  feet  each  way  or  5  feet  between  the  rows  and  3  feet  apart  in  the 
rows. 


Drive  in  your  stakes  and  you  are  ready  to  plant. 

Dig  holes  close  to  the  stake  by  removing  one  shovel  full  of  soil, 
then  throw  in  one  handful  of  ground  bone.  Work  well  into  the  soil. 
Now  remove  a  little  more  of  the  soil  to  the  depth  of  about  5  or  6 
inches,  lay  the  tubers  down  with  eye  up  and  crown  toward  the  stake. 
Cover  about  3  inches.  After  sprout  is  above  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  fill  the  hole  up  even.  Do  not  water  the  tuber  until  the  sprout 
is  up  at  least  6  inches.  Allow  only  one  shoot  to  grow,  pull  off  all 
others,  this  throws  all  the  strength  in  the  one  remaining  stalk. 

In  setting  green  plants,  prepare  the  soil  same  as  for  planting 
tubers.  Cover  the  roots  completely  and  fill  the  hole  up  even. 

Always  protect  plants  from  the  hot  sun  for  a  few  days  after 
planting.  A  basket  is  very  nice  to  use  as  it  keeps  the  hot  rays  of  the 
sun  from  burning  the  plant.  Also  allows  a  circulation  of  air  to  the 
plant. 

It  is  best  to  set  green  plants  after  a  rain.  But  a  good  watering 
after  planting  will  be  very  good  when  soil  is  dry. 

Never  allow  the  dahlia  to,  suffer  for  the  want  of  water.  The 
dahlia  requires  water  and  the  soil  should  have  some  moisture  in  it  at 
all  times  to  keep  the  plant  growing  and  healthy. 


QUINTON,  NEW  JERSEY 
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CULTIVATING 

The  best  tool  to  use  in  cultivating  by  hand  is  a  small  hand  culti¬ 
vator  with  three  blades,  one  without  wheels  and  used  like  a  hoe. 
Start  to  cultivate  a  ’week  after  planting  and  continue  up  to  Septem¬ 
ber  15th.  Loosen  the  soil  around  the  plant  say  about  1  inch  in  depth 
but  when  you  are  a  foot  from  the  plant  go  down  deep.  Keep  it  well 
cultivated  between  the  rows  at  least  once  each  week  and  after  each 
rain.  It  is  best  to  hill  the  soil  around  the  plant  if  the  soil  is  heavy. 
This  allows  the  water  to  drain  from  the  plant  and  does  not  let  it  stand 
in  a  pool  of  water  which  is  even  worse  than  no  water  at  all. 

The  plant  should  be  tied  to  the  stake  when  it  is  about  2  feet  tall. 

When  the  buds  appear  pinch  out  the  lateral  buds,  leaving  only  the 
crown  or  center  buds.  Also  pinch  out  the  side  shoots  for  two  or  three 
joints  below  the  bud.  This  will  give  you  much  larger  and  more  per¬ 
fect  blooms. 

August  1st,  sprinkle  two  handsfull  of  wood  ashes  around  each 
plant  and  rake  into  the  soil.  The  bone  meal  has  started  to  act  by 
this  time  and  the  ashes  act  as  a  neutralizer  and  give  the  plant  a  bal¬ 
anced  ration. 

We  use  no  other  fertilizer  than  a  First  Grade  Commercial  Fer¬ 
tilizer  high  in  potash.  This  is  the  reason  our  tubers  are  full  of  pep 
and  have  the  kick  so  many  tubers  do  not  have.
